Local Schools Participate 
In Free Lunch Program 


The Agawam Public Schools 
will provide free lunches to needy 
students under regulations estab¬ 
lished by the Massachusetts State 
Department of Education through 
the Bureau of Nutrition Educa¬ 
tion and School Food Services. 
As part of the regular lunch pro¬ 
gram, lunches will be provided a‘t 
a reduced price or free for stu¬ 
dents who are unable to pay the 
full price. The schools will re¬ 
ceive state reimbursement, for all 
such meals. 

The income scale to he eligible 
is $1920 with one in the family, 
•ith three, 


member of the family over ten 
add $675. 

Criteria to be used for deter¬ 
mining eligibility of children for 
free or reduced price lunches will 
be as follows: (a.) All children 
in families wherein the children 
or children’s parents receive pub¬ 
lic assistance from any federal- 
state welfare program, such as, 
Aid to Families with Dependent 
Children, General Relief, etc., and 
children from other families with 
comparable income levels at or 
below the established guidelines, 
shall be eligible automatically 
for a free meal upon application, 
(b.) Children from families with 
income above the level of the 
family size income scale estab¬ 
lished by the Department of Edu¬ 
cation will be provided free or 
reduced price lunches if, in the 
judgment of local school oll'icials, 
the families have special circum¬ 
stances warranting such action, 
(c.) Other children who in the 
judgment of appropriate school 
or health officials have unmet nu¬ 
tritional needs will also be pro¬ 
vided a free or reduced meal. 

Unusual circumstances, such as 
illness or death in the family, 
temporary disability, and season¬ 
al unemployment are also taken 
into account when determining 
eligibility. The schools will make 
every effort to insure that the

oldest business building in Aga¬ 
wam, the old Agawam Woolen 
Mill, said sign to read “Packag¬ 
ing Service.” If we ventured in¬ 
side, we would have met “Nick” 
Zuceo, the owner, sifting at his 
desk. 

This is all well and good as a 
success story pertaining to busi¬ 
ness, but this is only a small sec¬ 
tor as it affected our communi¬ 
ty. Many of us would have used 
our profits to reinvest and to 
have built an economic shell 
around individual interests and 
now, fully secure, would have 
forgotten our fellow men. 

“Nick’s” character was such 
that lie realized his gains were | 
the community’s gains and so he 
spent a great deal of his time: 
seeking worthy spots to make j 
contributions. He did not rcle-' 
gate his donations to one reli¬ 
gion or to any one institution, 
if there was a worthy need, he 
was usually the largest singular 
contributor. He has left memor¬ 
ials to his genorsity in most of 
our Agawam churches, in our 
YMCA, our Lions Club, our Sen¬ 
ior Center, and ever so many 
more.

For those 
unable to attend the funeral 
Mass for “Nick” last- Saturday 
morning, let me say that Father 
Ahern expressed in his eulogy 
of our departed friend a most 
fitting phrase, “Nick was unhap¬ 
py unless he was giving.” 

And finally, when the flag 
flew at half staff at our Admin¬ 
istration Building on Nov. 13 
and 14th, it may not have been 
for a National hero, but it was 
significant of our deepest com¬ 
munity respect to a man among 
us who worked faithfully “from 
the bottom up” and when he had 
“made it”, with that, deep “Nick” 
Zucco smile, he gave a good share 
of it back to us. “We thank you 
Nick for it all.”

Section 3738 — Whoever, by 
use of a motor vehicle as. defined 
in Section 4 of Title 23: Shall 
obstruct a private driveway, bar- 
way or gateway, or shall travel 


over a private road which is so 
marked, or shall travel over oth¬ 
er private lands, or shall enter 
on private lands for the purpose 
of camlping
